Pomeroy for the first time that tie 
had been brought iii contact with a 
chief executive since his imprisonment 
did not ask for a pardon or protest his 
innocence. 
He instead told the gov­

wanted to send bis mother, but could 
not do so because of red tape. 
Officers at the prison for some time 
have known that Jesse has considered 
him self immensely wealthy. 
The gov­ 
ernor asked Pomeroy where the bank 
book was, and Pomeroy replied that it 
was in the prison office 
H e further 
said that he had written to the prison 
authorities about the bank book sev­ 
eral times, but had received no satis­ 
faction. 
The governor promised 
he 
would look after the bank book 
For thirty-six 
years 
Pomeroy 
has 
been kept in solitary confinement, and 
many alienists have given opinions re­ 
garding what effect it would have upon 
his sanity 
It. is now believed th at 
Pomeroy has weakened mentally under 
the strain.--Boston Post

Germ an ancestors, yet we all agree 
that th ere is still room tor improve-j 
xncnt in our physical, intellectual and 
moral development. In our great state 
of Texas there are many important 
questions to be solved, and we, aa 
German-Ainerican citizens, owe it to 
the state and to our children to ful­ 
fil faithfully and conscientiously our 
duty. 
It may seem almost incredible, but 
the reports of thirty-four of the larg­ 
est life insurance companies of our 
union show th a t on an average those 
of our German-American citizens who 
came from Germany show a shorter 
duration of life th a n the average of 
those insured of other nationalities.
